Oath/Declaration 

The declaration filed 10 November 2005 is objected to because it contains 
incorrect attorney docket, international application and foreign priority numbers. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Patent 
Number 5,564.548 by Dobbins et al ("Dobbins"). The money acceptor disclosed by 
Dobbins comprises sensor circuitry 20 to provide money item signals of a values as a 
function of respective money items under test (see column 3, lines 48-60) and 
processor 35 to develop a transformed signal for each money item under test as a 
function of the money item signal and a variable parameter that is a function of an 
acceptability criterion of the money item under test (see column 10, lines 18-33). Said 
transformed signal is transformed in accordance with a rule based expert system. Said 
processor further makes a comparison of the values of the transformed money item 
signals within a window limit value, and causes said money acceptor to accept each 
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money item based on said comparison (see column 11, line 66 through column 12, line 
11). Dobbins further discloses said variable parameter being a function of history data 
relating to values of money item signals (see column 10, lines 18-22), and said 
transformed signal as being developed by scaling said money item signal in accordance 
with an amplification factor.
